VETERANS UNVEIL 


DAVIS MONUMENT 


Big Military Pageant Precedes Fea- 
ture of Confederate Reunion 
at Richmond. 


(BY ASSOCIATED PRESS.) 
RICHMOND, Va., June 3.—An ever- 
lasting memorial of Jefferson Davis, the 
first and only President of the Con- 
federate States of America, was unveiled 
here today as the crowning feature of 
the annual reunion of the Confederate 





Veterans. The ceremony was made the 


oceasion for a grand military pageant. 
Mrs. J. A. Hayes of Colorado Springs, 
Colo., daughter of Mr. Davis, pulled the 
cord that held the canvas cover of the 
Her two sons, the grand- 


sons of the Confederate President, 
caught the two cords used to complete 
the unveiling. 

Typifies Vindication, 

The memorial consists of a semi-cir- 
cular colonnade, terminating at each end 
in a square pier, with a large shaft ris- 
ing from the inclined space. The semi- 
circle is about fifty feet across, with a 
depth of 30 feet, and stands 67 feet high. 
The monument typifies the vindication 
of Mr Davis and the cause cf tli Con- 
federacy for which he stood before the 
world, the leading inscription being ‘‘Deo 
WVindice’” (God will vindicate). 

The colonnade, composed of 13 doric 
columns, bridges the two end pliers, 
rises about 18 feet above the walk- 
way, and has its frieze decorated with 
bronze seals 11 States that seceeded 
and the three others that sent rep- 
resentativs and troops. 

Seal of Confederacy. 

In the center of the space inclosed 
by the colonnade stands a large doric 
column over five feet in diameter. 
The column forms a background for 
the bronze figure of Mr. Davis, and 
also carries on its top an allegorical 
bronze figure, whose right hand 
points to heaven and whose title, 
‘Windicatrix,” represents the whole 
spirit of the movement. The large 
column bears the seal of the Confed- 
eracy in bronze, and has the inscrip- 
tion, “Jefferson wavis, President of 
the Confederate States of America, 
1861-1865 

The bronze figure of Mr. Davis 
stands on a great block of granite in 
front of the column and about twelve 
feet above the roadway. Mr. Davis 
is represented in a standing position 
as addressing an audience, with his 
right hand resting on the open book.

“The courts are almost helpless against 
the methods of a lot of persons who 
want divorces without being entitled to 
them,’ said Judge Daniel G, Taylor 
Monday morning, as he ordered a di- 
vorce trial continued until the defend- 
ant husband could be questioned regard- 
ing the story told by his wife, 

Tho suit was that of Mra, Lucey Gra- 
ham against Henry Graham, She al- 
leged that they were married in Jet- 
ferson County, Missouri, in 1881, and that 
Graham abandoned her and two chil- 
dren, Bert, then aged 16, and Bd, aged 
6, in 1893. Sho {s now living at 2014 
Olive street. The trial was begun last 
week. 

“I want some more evidence to cer- 
roborate this woman’s story,” the judge 
remarked at that time, 

Frank Mitchel of 614 O’ffalien street 
was put on the stand Monday, 

“Do you know Ifrank Mitchell, a well- 
known police character in Jefferson 
County?’ he asked the witness, 

“No,” said Mitchell, “I don’t know 
him, I'm the only Frank Mitchell [ 
ever heard of down there,”’ 

Witness Twice Arrested, 

He admitted to the judge that he 
been arrested twice in St. Louis and 
convicted once in Jefferson County. 
He was not required to tell what the 
charges were. 

Mitchell, instead of telling about the 
life of the before the separa- 
tion, which was the information sought 
by the Court, said he had seen eahass 
sitting in the kitchen and sitting-room of 
Mrs. Graham’s home about five tynes in 
the last six months.

WIFE WAS REMARRIED 


son Goes to Learn Why Fath- 
er Kept Silent After His 
Disappearance. 
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NASHVILLE, Tenn., June 3.—Sup- 
posed by the gallows confession of a 
woman criminal to have been murdered 
34 years ago, Lawson R. Lane has been 
found alive and married a second time 
in Ziegler, Il. 

This fact is being kept from his first 
wife, who has also married again and 
who is seriously ill. 

Curtis Lane, a son, who is a railroad 
conductor here, left last night for Zieg- 
ler, declaring he would demand retribu- 
tion from his father for the long si- 


lence which has left his family to mourn 
him as dead and led his wife into an 
illegal marriage. 

“Pink” ‘Plumber, on the gallows in 
1873 in Paducah, confessed that she had 
murdered two men, one of whom had 
been unidentified. She said this man 
was plumber. 

Lane had disappeared a week be- 
fore the time of the murders from his 
farm near Earlington, Ky. He left 
home to go to Paducah after school 
books for his children, Nothing was 
heard from him after his departure un- 
til the woman confessed just before her 
execution. 

The confession was accepted as true, 
and Lane’s wife, after the lapse of two 
years, married J. T. Denton, a farmer, 
at Hamby’s Station, in Kentucky, 650 
miles east of Paducah. Three sons— 
Curtis, lIley and Otha—grew to man- 
hood in the suppostion that their father 
had met death in Paducah at the hands 
of the woman. 

Curtis Lane is employed by the Louis- 
ville & Nashville Railroad, and rung 
to Evansville. When he was.in Evans- 
ville a week ago on his “layover,” a 
railroad friend chanced to remark that 
he knew a Lawson R. Lane in Illinois. 
Curtis found that this man was prob- 
ably his father, and employed a pri- 
vate detective, who returned Saturday 
with information which confirmed the 
belief.

Indiana University Creates a New 
Department. 
Special to the Post-Dispatch, ‘ 
RICHMOND, Ind, June 3.—One of 
the interesting and important facts 
concerning the new catalogue of 
Indiana University just ©“ -ued is the 
announcement of the establishment of 
a school of journalism which will be 
installed next September. 
Indiana University is one of the first

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THE PRESIDENT PAYS FARE. 
Under the new rate law, President Roosevelt has 
joined the great army of public officials and poli- 
ticians for whom free transportation over the rail- 
roads is no longer “the rule. »His Western trip, 
lasting four days, was not made in the old way, 
by special train furnished free by the railroads. 
He did not even travel on a special schedule ar- 
ranged for his convenience. His private car was 
attached to regular trains and will be paid for 
out of the appropriation authorized by Congress 
for the President's traveling expenses. 

Mr. Roosevelt took his chances with express and 
accommodation trains along the route and once, 
at least, had to wait several hours on an Ohio 
sidetrack in order to make connections with the 
regular express. 

No doubt the railroads in the past have been 
very willing to put their service at any President's 
disposal. At the same time, the gradual growth of 
the practice virtually left them no choice, how- 
ever extended a trip the President proposed. It 
amounted to the same thing, whether the cost to 
them was hundreds or thousands of dollars. It 
is not probable that any President could be in- 
fluenced ever so little in his public policy by such 
courtesies. Nevertheless, in the popular mind, an 
implied obligation might exist in his case as in 
AS 
for President Roosevelt, ne has used the railroads. 
more freely than any of his predecessors, but cer- 
tainly they will not say that they have received 
undue favors at his hands. 

Every President from time to time should visit 
various sections of the country and know the 
people by personal contact. It would be unreas- 
onable to make uim pay his traveling expenses 
out of his own pocket. Since the rate law makes 
the prohibition on free transportation imperative 
in all cases except the actual employes, Congress 
very properly provided for the President's require- 
ments. The American people can well afford to 
pay the traveling expenses of their President.

The year 1816 was known throughout 
the United States and Icurope as the2 
coldest. ever experienced by any person 
then living. There are persons in North- 
ern New York who have been in the 
habit of keeping diaries for years, and 
ft is from the pages of an old diary 
begun in 1810 and kept up unbroken 
until 1840 that the following information 
regarding the year without a summer 
has been taken: 

January was so mild that most per- 
sons allowed their fires to go out and 
did not burn wood excepting for cook 
ing. There were a few cool days, but 
they were very few. Most of the time 
the air was warm and spring-like. Feh- 
ruary was not cold. Some days were 
colder than in January, but the weather 
was about the same. March, from the 
Ist to the 6th, was inclined to be windy 
It came in like a smal] lion and went 
out like a very innocent sheep. 

April came in warm, but as the days 
grew longer, the air became colder, and 
by the first of May there was a tem- 
perature like that of winter, with plenty 
of snow and ice. In May the young 
buds were frozen dead, ice formed half 
an inch thick on ponds and rivers, corn 
was killed and the cornficlds were plant- 
ed again and again, until it became too 
late to raise a crop. 

June was the coldest month of roses 
ever experienced in this latitude. Frost 
and ice were as common as buttercups 
usually are. Almost every green thing 
was killed; all fruit was destroyed. 
Snow fell 10 inches deep in Vermont. 
There was a seven-inch fall in the in- 
terior of New York State and the same 
in Massachusetts, There were only a 
few moderately warm days. Everybody 
looked, longed and waited for warm 
weather, but warm weather did not 
come. 

It was also dry; very little rain fell. 
All summer long the wind blew steadily 
from the north in blasts, laden with 
snow and ice. Mothers knit socks of 
double thickness for their children and 
made thick mittens, Planting and shiv- 
ering were done together and the farm- 
ers who worked out their taxes on the 
country roads.wore overcoats and mit- 
tens. / 

July came in with snow and ice

Government Expert, Explaining How We Should 
Eat, Says There Is No Nourishment in 
Proths--“Invalid Foods Fakes.” 





By Wire From the Washington Bu- 
reau of the Post- spateh. 


WASHINGTON, June 2.—‘“‘Don’t chew 
meat; guip it in chunks. Mastication 
has no part in the digestion of meat. 
There is some reason for believing that 
chewing will make meat indigestible. 
The saliva is an alkali. Acids are need- 
ed for the conversion of flesh into 
the elements that nourish the human 
body. Too much chewing may raise the 
alkalinity of flesh used for food to 
such an extent as to seriously hamper 
the work of the stomach, which alone 
has anything to do with the disposal 
of animal matter.” 

This, in brief, is the gospel of Dr. 
Harvey W. Wiley, chief chemist of the 
Department of Agriculture. His views 
were called forth by a report by Prof. 
Irving Fisher of Yale, on the relative 
yalue of animal and vegetable foods. 

‘‘Mastication is good for the develop- 
ment of the muscles,’ says Dr. Wiley, 
“but chewing of meat is unnecessary, if 
not positively harmful. With vegetables, 
however, it is impossible to do too much 
grinding. Everybody knows, or ought 
to know, that all the digestion of vege- 
tables is accomplished in the mouth and 
the smaller intestines. If there is not 





enough mastication the work cannot be 
done afterward.”’ 


No Nourishment in Broth. 
During the interview the fact was 


mentioned that nearly all doctors, in 
prescribing for convalescents, direct the 
use of meat broths, or, if the patient 
desires, to get the juice out of a steak 
by. mastication d¥ter which the fibrous 
residue is to be thrown away. 

“That is the worst possible way of 
treating a piece of good steak said 
Dr. Wiley. ‘‘There is no nourishment in 
the broth or in the so-called ‘extract 
of meat. Every one of these so-called 
invalid foods made from meat is a fake 
of the worst kind. Extract of beef is 
a@bsolutely without value as a food. A 
dog fed on beef extract for ll days 
died of starvation. He was given all he 
could eat. 

“The extracts have a abe as condi- 
ments, but not as food. They season 
things and make them taste good,,but 
that f{s all. Nearly all of them ‘ave 
been tested. The makers of the best 
known extracts do not claim it to be 
food. They say it is a stimulant and 
not a food. 

“The nutriment in meat lies 
fiber, not in the juices.”’
